RUSS EVACUATE RIGA 


BALTIC PORT IS ABANDONED 


WITHOUT FIGHT. 


War Office Announces That Sea Gate 


to Russian Capital Is Now 


Open to Germans. 


London, Sept 
5.—Riga, 
Russia's 


principal Baltic \port, has been aban: 
doned to the Germans under the threat 
of an offensive by land and sea In 
which -the deciding stroke on the land 
side was delivered by the Germans last 
Saturday. 


The fate of Riga was virtually sealed 


when, German troops, powerfully ini- 
tiating their offensive, forced a cross- 
Ing of the Dvlna southeast of the city 
and began to push forward after mak- 
ing good their foothold ou the right 
bank of the stream. 


Menaced also by the attack of the 


column of Teutonic forces moving from 
Mltau, southwest of Riga, and by the 
German naval forces recently reported 
hovering in the vicinity of the Gulf 
of Riga, the Russian military authori- 
ties evidently considered the city no 
longer tenable and decided to evacu- 
ate it 


The Instability of the Russian troops, 


it Is Indicated by the official state- 
ment, had an Important Influence upon 
the decision to order the evacuation 
of the Riga district so quickly after 
the winning by the Germans of their 
first success. 
As had been the case 


In Galicla and Roumanln, some of the 
Russian units left their trenches with- 
out making a fight. 


Petrograd, Sept. 5.—The war of- 


fice reports the abandonment of Riga 
by the army under orders for a re- 
treat.

ALLIES UPHOLD NOTE 


LEADER SAYS CANNOT J IMPROVE 


ON WILSON NOTE. 


Minister of Blockade . Intimates That 


No Further Answer Will Be 


Made to Pope. 


London, Sept. 3.—Lord Robert Cecil, 


minister of blockade, on Friday in- 
dorsed President Wilson's reply to the 
peace proposals of Pope Benedict and 
suid he was not certain any further 
response would be necessary. 


"The president's note Is a very mag- 


nificent occurrence," said the minister 
in his weekly Interview. "It thrilled 
us all over here, and the opinions 
'which I heard expressed by represent- 
atives of all allied 
countries were 


equally warm and appreciative. I am 
certain that none of the allies would 
ba able to Improve upon It, and I am 
not certain that any further reply will 
be necessary. 


"There does not appear to me to be 


anything Inconsistent'us between.the 
president's note and the economic 
policy of the allies as declared at the 
Paris conference. The resolutions of 
the allies were purely defensive meas- 
ures, unrl in no way aggressive." 


(This is the first official expression 


of opinion on President Wilson's note 
by any of the allies.) 


'Washington, Sept. 8.—Secretary of 


.State Lansing made public the sub- 
stance of a message from Ambassador 
Page at London, to the effect that 
President Wilson's reply to the pope 
had been received by the whole Brit- 
ish public with greater

Members of Both Houses of 


and Many Others Honor Drafted . 


Men—Wilson Says He Would 


Like to Go to the Front. 


' Washington, Sept. 0.—With the pres- 
ident of "the United States,' members 
of both houses of congress, high offi- 
cials, and diplomats participating, the 
national caplfal paid a farewell trib- 
ute to her sons on Tuesday who soon 
will .enter the .National army for serv- 
ice overseas with the expeditionary 
forces. 


The demonstration took the form of 


a parade in which the men of the se- 
lective draft army, led by President 
Wilson on foot, and accompanied by 
veterans of the blue and gray, soldiers, 
sailors and marines, swung up historic 
Pennsylvania avenue from the capltol 
past the White House. 


There were 20,000 or 30,000 men In 


line, including the most splendid mili- 
tary bands in the world, the most won- 
derfully drilled regiments, rows on 
rows of field guns, machine guns, all 
the panoply of war, with the presi- 
dent at the head of the column and 
the officers of the cabinet and about 
every big personality in our national 
government somewhere along the line. 


President 
Wilson — Straw-hotted, 


white-trousered 
and 
blue-coated — 


walked amid his top-hatted, frock- 
suited cablneteers. He carried a small 
flag and bowed to the cheers. 


Uncle Joe Cannon marched with 


Champ Clark. Confederate veterans, 
Union veterans and Spanish wnr vet- 
erans contributed their part to the 
Fourrh-of-July effect. 


The senate and house adjourned 


early in order to take part, It being 
the first time that congress has ever 
marched In any popular demonstration. 
The senate was led by Senator Sauls- 
bury, president pro tern., and the 
house by Speaker Champ Clark and 
Representative Cannon, both of whom 
refused to ride. 


Senators Nelson and Warren, who 


fought on the Union side In the Civil 
war, nnd Senators Martin and Bank- 
head, who were with the armies of the 
Confederacy, marched side by side in 
their respective uniforms of blue and 
gray.

Department of Justice Aids Also Seize 


Documents in Offices of Socialists' 


Headquarters—Move to Curb 


Treason Begins. 


Washington, Sept. 7. — The govern- 


ment 
on 
Wednesday 
took 
drastic 


measures to end the antiwar propa- 
ganda and activities conducted in the 
name of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, Hie Socialist party, ,nnd 
other 
organizations throughout 
the 


United States. On orders from Attor- 
ney General Gregory, United States 
marshals in many towns find cities de- 
scended nt 2 p. m., central time, upon 
local headquarters of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, seized books, 
checks, correspondence and other doc- 
uments, and in some instances arrest- 
ed officials found upon the premises. 


Chicago, Sept. 7.— Eight raids were 


conducted simultaneously In Chicago 
Wednesday liy men from ihe offices of 
the department of justice and wagon- 
loads of evidence were seized in the 
ofllces and houses of Socialist and I. 
W. W. agitators. Telegraphic reports 
show tliat similar raids were conduct- 
ed at (lie same time in twenty or more 
ci*»s ali over the United States. 


Oliver E. Pagan, federal indictment 


expert, who has been in Chicago for a 
month working secretly with Hlnton 
G. Chibaugh. chief of the local depart- 
ment fo justice, and- Charles F. Clyne, 
United States district attorney, is re- 
ported to have drawn up the papers 
and to have engineered the entire na- 
tion-wide cleanup. 
This is the first 


time that the .recently passed espion- 
age act has been used for the basis of 
such a orusade. 


To insure utmost secrecy of prepara- 


tion it Is understood that Pagan,. Cla- 
baugh, and Clyne established 
offices 


"somewhere in Chicago" and there 
prepared the plan that so successfully 
swept the nation and caught the men 
wanted. 


In Chicago orders were not to make 


arrests, but to grab everything in 
sight that mipht be evidence.

ently the order was carried out to the 
letter.

WITHOUT FIGHT. 


War Office Announces That Sea Gate 


to Russian Capital Is Now 


Open to Germans, 


London, 
Sept. 
5.—lUga, Russia's 


principal Baltic \port, has been aban- 
doned to the Germans under the threat 
of an offensive by land and sen In 
which the deciding stroke on the land 
bide was delivered by tlie Germans last 
Saturday. 


Tho fate of Riga was virtually sealed 


when Gunnun troops, powerfully Ini- 
tiating their offensive, forced a cross- 
Ing of the Dvlmi southeast of the city 
and began lo push forward after mak- 
ing good their foothold on the right 
bank of Die stream. 


Menaced also by the attack of the 


column of Teutonic forces moving from 
Mltuu, southwest of Riga, and by tlie 
German naval forces recently reported 
hovering In tho vicinity of the Gulf 
of Riga, the Russian military authori- 
ties evidently considered this city no 
longer tenable nnd decided to evacu- 
ate It. 


The Instability of tho Russian troops, 


It is indicated by tho official state- 
ment, had an Important Influence upon 
the decision to order the evacuation 
of the Riga district so quickly after 
(ho winning by the Germans of their 
first success. As had boon the case 
In QnllvliL and Roumnnla, some of the 
Russian units left their trenches with- 
out making a light.

Minister of Blockade Intimates That 


No Further Answer Will Be 


Made to Pope. 


London, Sept ,').—Lord Robert Cecil, 


minister of blockade, on Friday In- 
dorsed President Wilson's reply to the 
peace proposals of. Pope Benedict and 
salii he was not certain any further 
response would be necessary. 


"The president's note Is a very mag- 


nificent occurrence," said (he minister 
In bis weekly Interview. "It thrilled 
us rill over hen;, and the opinions 
which I hoard expressed by represent- 
atives of all allied 
countries were 


equally warm and appreciative. I am 
certain that none of tlie allies would 
bu able to Improve upon H, and I am 
not certain that any further reply will 
bo necessary. 


"There does not appear to mo to bo 


anything inconsistent as between.the 
president's note and 
tho economic 


policy of tho allies as doclared at the 
Paris conference. The resolutions of 
the allies were purely defensive meas- 
ures, and In no way aggressive." 


(This is the first olllclnl expression 


of opinion on President Wilson's note 
by any of the allies,) 


Washington, Sept. !).—Secretary of 


State Lansing made public the sub- 
stance of a message from Ambassador 
Pago nt London, to the effect that 
President Wilson's reply to the pope 
bad been received by the whole Brit- 
ish public with greater enthusiasm 
than any previous declaration by (he 
president since his address to congress 
and Dui declaration of war,

Page, "wns cnthu.sliiutlc and univer- 
sal."

MAKING "FRUIT BUTTERS GOOD WAY to 


UTILIZE SURPLUS PRODUCTS 


There will be more or less fruit 


which will not be salable because of 
lack of n local market, lack of time 
to pick and pack for distant markets, 
or because the amount may seem too 
small at any one time to be worth 
«avlng. Such fruit should not be al- 
lowed to go to waste, for It may be 
:\wed in making fruit butters, urge ex- 
iperta of tho United States department 
'of agriculture. 
Well-made fruit but- 


ters are very welcome and "tasty, 
*ind go a long way to make plain ce- 
;reals appetizing. Children and older 
ipeople, too, like such fruit butter on 
'bread, and It is good dietetics as well 
las good economy to use such highly 
(flavored products to "carry" a rela- 
tively largo amount oC milder-flavored 
'food 
It Is desirable to use.only good 


quality fruit for fruit butters, and it 
must be remembered that poor fruits 
•will not make good fruit butters. How- 
ever 
as every housekeeper knows, 


part of an apple or other fruit may be 
sound and good while the remainder 
id nut, owing to bruising or other in- 
jury, and such good portions may be 
used successfully for fruit butter mak- 
'Ing 
Thus It Is often a decided econ- 


omy, since ft saves what would other- 
wise be a total loss. 


There Is no better way to use good 


apples and the sound portions of wind- 
fall, wormy and bruised apples than 
to make apple butter of them. While 
'almost all varieties of apples will make 
'.good apple butter, those..with distinct- 
live flavor and good cooking quality are 
Imost satisfactory. 
Such old standard 


varieties 
as Northern Spy, Rhode 


ilsland Greening, Tomi*lns King and 
'Smokehouse are excellent for this pur- 
ipose. Tho summer varieties also will 
'make good apple butter, It has been 
'found by recent' tests In the United 
iStates department of agriculture. 
' If apples of course texture are used, 
!lt is desirable to cook them and put 
them through a colander or coarse- 
wire strainer before adding them to 
,tho boiled elder. 
Swcot apples are 


isome:imes used with tart ones. Over- 
iripe apples are not desirable. 


; 
Apple butter Is made by 
boiling 


'down fresh, sweot cider to half Its 
'original qauntlty, then adding apples 
which have boon peeled and sliced. The 
apples either are added directly to the 
.boiled, elder and cooked in It until 
the apple butter Is done or are made 
''into apple sauce, which Is cooked n 
the boiling elder. Tho cooking should 
ibe continued until tho cider and apple 
hnilp do not separate; then the butter 
jwlll be of the right thickness when 
;cold.

It takos .about equal amounts or 


sweet cider and peeled and sliced ap- 
iples to make apple butter of the right 
•consistency. 
In other words, if five 


callous oC swcot elder are used it 
should be boiled down to two and one- 
ihalf gallons, and five gallons of peeled 
:Qml «Uced apples should be added, 
'either raw or made into applo sauce. 


Two things essential to making good 


apple butter are: 
Long, slow cook- 


Ing (four to six hours), and constant 
stirring.

If sugar Is used, it should be added

•Is about two-thirds done.- About 
pound of cither white or brown sugar 
is the usual amount per gallon of ap- 
.ple butter, but more or less, or not

15 for larger contain- 
ers) take the containers out to cool, 
then set them away for future use.

Enough wa- 
ter is added to the peeled and sliced 
apples to make a thin applo sauce and 
this is allowed to cook very slowly, or 
simmer, over a low fire for three or

WITHOUT FIGHT. 


War Office Announces That Sea Gate 


to Russian Capital Is Now 


Open to Germans. 


London, 
Sept. 5.—Riga, Russia's 


principal Baltic iport, 1ms been aban- 
doned to the Germans under the threat 
of an offensive by land and sea in 
which the deciding stroke on the land 
side was delivered by the Germans last 
Saturday. 
The fate of Riga was virtually sealed 


when German troops, powerfully ini- 
tiating their offensive, forced a cross- 
Ing of the Dvlna southeast of the city 
and began to push forward after mak- 
ing good their foothold on the right 
bank of the stream. 


Menaced also by the attack of the 


column of Teutonic forces moving from 
Mitau, southwest of Riga, and by the 
German naval forces recently reported 
hovering In the vicinity of the Gulf 
of Riga, the Russian military authori- 
ties evidently considered the city no 
longer tenable and decided to evacu- 
ate it. 
The instability of the Russian troops, 


it is indicated by the official state- 
ment, had an important Influence upon 
the decision to order the evacuation 
of the Riga district so quickly after 
the winning by the Germans of their 
first success. 
As had been the case 


In Galicia and Roumanta, some of the 
Russian units left their trenches witJi- 
out making a fight. 


Petrogrud, Sept. 5.—The war of- 


fice reports the abandonment of Riga 
by the army under orders for a re- 
treat. Some Russian 'detachments, It 
is stated, voluntarily left their posi- 
tions and are retiring toward the north. 


ALLIES UPHOLD NOTE 


LEADER SAYS CANNOT IMPROVE 


ON WILSON NOTE. 


Minister of Blockade Intimates That 


No Further Answer Will Be 


Made to Pope. 


London, Sept 3.—Lord Robert Cecil, 


minister of blockade, on Friday in- 
dorsed President Wilson's reply to the 
peace proposals of Pope Benedict and 
said he was not certain any further 
response would be necessary. 


"The president's note is a very mag- 


nificent occurrence," said the minister 
in his weekly interview. "It thrilled 
us all over here, and the opinions 
which I henrd expressed by represent- 
atives of all allied 
countries were 


equally warm nnd appreciative. I am 
certain that none of the allies would 
be able to improve upon it. and I am 
not certain that any further reply will 
be necessary. 


"There does not appear to me to be 


anything inconsistent us between.the 
president's note and the economic 
policy of the allies us declared at the 
Paris conference. The resolutions of 
the allies were purely defensive meas- 
ures, and In no way aggressive." 


{This is the first official expression 


of opinion on President Wilson's note 
by any of the allies.)

Members of Both Houses of Congress 


and Many Others Honor Drafted 


Men—Wilson Says He Would 


Like to Go to the Front. 


Washington, Sept. 0.—With the pres- 


ident of the United States, members 
of both houses of congress, high offi- 
cials nnd diplomats participating, the 
national capital paid a farewell trib- 
ute to her sons on Tuesday who soon 
will enter the National army for serv- 
ice overseas with the expeditionary 
forces. 


The demonstration took the form of 


a parade in which the men of the se- 
lective draft army, led by President 
Wilson on foot, and accompanied by 
veterans of the blue and gray, soldiers, 
sailors and marines, swung up historic 
Pennsylvania avenue from the capital 
past the White House. 


There were 20.000 or 30.000 men in 


line. Including the most splendid mili- 
tary bands in the world, the most won- 
derfully drilled regiments, rows on 
rows of field guns, machine guns, all 
the panoply of war, with the presi- 
dent at the head of the column and 
the officers of the cabinet and about 
every big personality in our national 
government somewhere along the line.

suited oabineteers. He carried a small 
flag and bowed to the cheers.

plies for war purposes", 
It was di- 


rected to the 
International 
Paper 


company, which had declined .to,fur- 
nish news print for the Bulletin at 
less than 3 cents a pound. 


Newspaper publishers who learned 


of the order voiced the hope that It 
might open the way for cheaper news 
print to publishers generally. 
They 


called attention to statements by the 
president that the administration's 
war price policy will be at,2Vs cents. 


The profits of tho paper.mills have 


nearly doubled aluce this, war began. 
It Is. high time that some stop was 
taken to hold those big corporations 
within" the limits of the law and give 
the ordinary person a chance for life. 
The New North has been paying $C 
per hundred for print paper the last 
year, whereas the prevailing price 
used to bo about $2.25 per hundred. 
In England the government is no\» 
taking 80% of the war profits, but 
the majority of the poor senators at 
Washington are fearful that they will 
hurt the rich business concerns, altho 
they did not,worry about conscript- 
Ing the lives pf the poor boy.—Hhine- 
lander New North.

'By combining two practical meth- 


ods of cabbage storage, farmers and 
gardeners will be enabled to keep A 
continuous supply available thruout 
the winter. 
, 
The Danish Ball 
Head 
variety, 


picked when in good growing condi- 
tion and * not over-mature, will give 
best results. 
After the roots and 


most of the outside leaves are re- 
moved, the cabbages are..placed in 
crates or boxes in a cellar, in a cool, 
humid atmosphere, and subject to 
a free circulation of air. It is essen- 
tial that no- diseased,, bruised 
or 


rotted cabbages be included In. tho 
storage piles. 
Every two weeks at 


least the oabbages should be inspect- 
ed to note their condition, and any 
that show signs of decay, discarded. 


According to vegetable specialists 


a£ the college of agriculture, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, cabbages 
stored 


'carefully in the celUtr will keep until 
February without trouble. 
When it 


is desired to have a supply, for early 
spring, the second method may ..also 
be-used. ' 
This consists o![ storing the cab- 


bages in trenches 5 or 6 laches deep 
and lined with marsh hay or straw, 
The cabbages are pulled and placed 
In tho trenches .with., t'hft roots at- 
tached to them. 
Instead of placing 


the cabbages in the natural, position, 
they are reversed and set 
In tho 


trenches roots upward, and as close 
together as possible. 
The whole is 


then covered with 
marsh 
hay 
or 


straw, and this In turn with soil to a 
depth of 5 or 6 inches. 
After the 


ground is -frozen solid 'more straw, 
hay or manure may be spread-over 
the trench In order to prevent alter- 
nate freezing and thawing. Providing 
tho pit is located in a well. drained 
spot, the cabbage will keep well until 
spring.

SOME XEW LAWS 


Chapter 009 of the Session Laws 


of J9.17 requires the town chairman 
of every town the president of every 
village board and the mayor of every 
city in the state to appoint on or be- 
fore the fifteenth of May each year, 
a weed commissioner, who shall see 
to the destruction of noxious weeds 
in his district. 
More than one com- 


missioner may be appointed in any 
town, village or city, and districts 
shall be assigned to each by thh ap- 
pointing officer. 


The weed commissioner may serve 


notice on owners of real estate re- 
quiring them to destroy weeds on 
their property or on roads, street and 
alleys along such property. He also 
has tho power to go ahead and de- 
stroy weeds where such notice is dis- 
regarded,-collecting payment for the 
work thru the tax rolls. A penalty is 
attached for the official who fails to 
make .the required appointment or 
appointments, A section also requires 
operators of threshing machines to be 
particularly careful . to clean 
their 


machines of weed seed after each .job 
to prevent as far as possible the 
spreading of weeds from 
fitrm lo 


farm.

MAKING FRUIT BUTTERS GOOD WAY TO 


UTILIZE SURPLUS PRODUCTS 


There will be moro ov less fruit 


which will not be salable because of 
lack of n local market, luck of time 
to pick and pack for distant markets, 
or because the amount may soem too 
small tit any one tlino to be worth 
-saving. Such fruit should not bo al- 
lowed to go to waste, for It may be 
'used In making fruit butters, urge ex- 
iperts of the United States department 
of agriculture. 
Well-made fruit but- 


ters are very welcome and "tasty," 
nnd go n long way to make plain eo- 
.reals appetizing. 
Children and older 


ipeople, too, like such fruit butter on 
'bread, and It Is good dietetics as well 
'as good economy to usu such highly 
(flavored products to "carry" a rela- 
tively largo amount oC milder-flavored 
food. It is desirable to use only good 
quality fruit for fruit butters, and it 
must be remembered that poor fruits 
•will not make good fruit butters. How- 
ever, as every housekeeper knows, 
part of nn apple or other fruit may be 
sound and good while Hie remainder 
is not, owing to bruising or other in- 
jury, nnd such good portions may bo 
used successfully for fruit butter mak- 
ing. Thus It is often a decided econ- 
omy, 
since It saves what would other- 


wise be a total loss. 


There is no better way to use flood 


apples and tho sound portions oC wind- 
fall, wormy and bruised apples than 
to make apple butter oC them. While 
almost nil varieties of apples will mnlco 
.good apple butter, those with distinct- 
ive flavor nnd good cooking quality arc 
•most satisfactory. 
Such old standard 


varieties 
as Northern Spy, Rhode 


'island Greening, Tompklns King and 
'.Smokehouse are excellent for this pur- 
'pose. Tho summer varieties also will 
'make good apple butter, it has been 
'found by recent tests In the United 
'States department oC agriculture. 
' If npples of coarse texture arc used, 
jit Is deslrablo to cook them and put 
'them through a colander or coarse- 
Kvlre strainer before adding thorn to 
itho boiled elder. 
Sweet apples are 


isomotlmcs usod with tart ones. Over- 
iripe apples are not desirable. 


Apple butter Is made by 
boiling 


'down fresh, sweet elder to half Its 
'original qmmtlty, tlu-n adding apples 
which have been peeled and sliced. Tho 
apples cither nro added tllroctly to llui 
.boiled elder and cooked In It until 
;the upplo butter Is done or are rmule. 
[into apple sauce, which is cooked In 
itho boiling cider. Tho cooking should 
jbe continued until tho cider and apple 
Ipulp do not separate; then the butter 
'will be of tho right thickness whun 
;cold. 


'. It takes about equal amounts of 
sweet cider and peeled nnd sliced np- 
iples to make apple butter of the right 
'consistency. 
In other words, If live 


gallons oC sweet elder are used It 
should be boiled down to two and one 
.half gallons, and live gallons of peeled 
and sliced apples should be added, 
'either raw or made Into upplo sauce 


Two things essential to milking good 


apple butter arc: 
Long, slow cook 


Ing (four to six hours), and constant 
stirring. 


If sugar is used, It should bo added 


after the cooking of elder and apples 
Is about two-thirds done.- About 
pound of cither white or brown 
Is tho usual amount per gallon of ap- 
ple butter, but moro or less, or not 
any, may bo used to suit the taste. 


Saving tho Surplus, 


" Apple butter Is spiced ncc<ii'uiun u> 
one's preference, about half a tea- 
spoonful each of ground cinnamon, 
cloves and allspice for each gallon he-, 
Ing a common mixture. 
Those ore 


stirred Into It when tho cooking la fin- 
ished. 


While still boiling hot, apple butler 


should bo packed 
In hot, sterilized 


glasses, 
glass .Jars or hermetically 


scaled stone jars, or crocks with tight- 
ly fitting covers, and bo sterilized In 
steam as follows: Set the containers, 
filled and with tops on, In 6. vessel 
fitted with false bottom 
and deop 


enough to hold them, pour In a little 
water, put on tho cover to hold In 
1 the 


steam, and sot over tho lire, Begin to 
count time when tho steam starts to 
escape, and after five minutes (ten for 
half gallon, or 15 for larger contain- 
ers), take the containers out to cool, 
then set them away for future use, Do 
not disturb tho covers until the apple 
butter Is to be used. If the covers do 
not lit tightly, place waxed or oiled 
paper In them to make n tight flt be- 
fore sterilizing Is done. This sterlllz- 
"ng Is done for the purpose of prevent- 
ing any spoiling of the top layers of 
apple butter, and, also to take the place 
of u layer of paraffin 'which, though 
a good seal, Is now qulto expensive. All 
fruit 
butters 
and similar 
products 


should bo sterilized In the same way. 


Good apple butter is often 
made 


without tho use o£ cider. Enough wa- 
ter Is added to tho peeled nnd sliced 
apples to make a thin apple sauco and 


I his is allowed to cook very slowly, or 
simmer, over u low fire for three or 
I'mir hours. Brown rather Uinn white 
sugar Is usually used, being added 
when the cooking Is two-thirds dune. 
The sugar which settles at the bottom 
of burrels of! New Orleans molasses 
Is excellent for this purpose. A pound 
per gallon If) usually sufficient but this 
amount Is u matter of tusto as is also 
the amount of cinnamon, allspice, and 
cloves to bo added when the cooking Is 
done.

Production of Pork, Beef, 


Mutton and Wool. 


The latest reports give an assur- 


ance of good grain crops throughout 
most of Western Canada, where the 
wheat, oats and barley are now being 
harvested, about ten days earlier than 
last year. 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan 


and Alberta are all "doing their bit" 
in a noble way towards furnishing 
food for the allies. 


While the totaf yield of wheat will 


not he as heavy as In 1015, there 
are Indications that it will be an aver- 
age crop In most of the 
districts. 


A letter received at the St. Paul olllce 
of the Canadian Government, from a 
farmer near Delia, Alberta, says har- 
vest in that district 
Is one month 


earlier than last year. His wheat crop 
Is estimated at 85 bushels per acre, 
while some of his neighbors: will'have 
more. The average In the district will 
be about SO bushels per acre. Now, 
with tho price of wheat In the neigh- 
borhood of $2 per bushel, It Is safe to 
say that there will be very few farm- 
ers but will bo able to bank from for- 
ty to fifty dollars per acre after pay- 
ing all expenses of seeding, harvest- 
ing and threshing, as well as taxes. 
The price of land in this district Is 
from $25 to $30 per acre. What may 
be said of, this district will apply to 
almost any other in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan or Alberta. 
Many farmers 


have gone, to Western Canada from 
the United States In the past three or 
four years, who having 
purchased 


lands, had the pleasure' of completing 
the payments before they were due. 
They have made the money out of 
their crops during the past couple of 
years, and If they are as successful /<n 
the future as In tho past they will 
have put themselves and their families 
beyond 
all 
possibility 
of lack 
of 


money for the rest of their lives. 
It 


is not only In wheat that the farmers 
of Western Canada are making money. 
Their hogs have brought them wealth, 
and hogs are easy to raise there—bur- 
ley is plentiful and grass abundant, 
and t'ne climate Just the kind that 
hogs glory In. The price is good and 
likely to remain so for a long time. 


A few days since a farmer from 


Daysland, Alberta, shipped a carload 
of hogs to tho St. Paul market, and 
got n higher price than was ever be- 
fore paid on that market. Two mil- 
lion three hundred and seventy-seven 
thousand two hundred and flfty dol- 
lars was recelyed at Winnipeg for 
Western 
hogs during the first six 


months of this year. 
181,575 hogs 


were sold at an average price of $15 
per cwt., and had an average weight 
of 200 pounds each.

There Is 
practically no hog disease, and im- 
mense quantities of food can be pro- 
duced cheaply.

tritive properties that go to the devel- 
opment of both branches. The stories 
that are now being published 
by 


dairymen and beef cattle men verity 
all the predictions that have ever been

regarding 'the country's im- 


portance in the raising of both beef 
and dairy cattle. The sheep Industry 
is developing rapidly. 
At a sale at 


Calgary lf>l,4r>3 pounds of wool were 
disposed of nt sixty cents a pound. 
At a sale at Edmonton 60,000 pounds 
were sold at even better prices than 
those paid at Calgary. The total clip 
this season will probably approximate 
two million pounds.

are to hand showing from six to eight 
pounds per fleece.

Prosperous and Up-to-Date City Has 


Grown Up at the Tip of the South 


American. Continent. 


The modern city of Punta Arenas 


has risen to importance at the ex- 
treme southern extremity of, South 
America since the advent of the au- 
tomobile. 


Punta Arenas, or, as it Is commonly 


called by its own pooplo, Sandy Point, 
can be compa'red the more readily with 
American settlements because It, Is 
not essentially a part, of Spanish 
America. 
Tho city and surrounding 


territory are 
populated 
chiefly by 


Scotchmen, and English Is the pre- 
vailing tongue. 
Three-fourths of the 


export trade is with England and the 
United States. 


This southern outpost of civilisation 


was founded In 1840, as a convict 
camp for Chilean prisoners, 
conse- 


quently bearing a resemblance to Aus- 
tralia In demonstration of tho value 
of enforced colonization. 
Th6 pres- 


ence of the convicts caused thft estab- 
lishment of a coaling station for ves- 
sels passing through the Straits of 
Magellan, and Punta Arenas passed a 
colorless existence until a few years 
ago, when the discovery was made 
that southern Patagonia was the finest 
sheep-raising country In tho world. 


We are accustomed to think of tho 


tip of tho South American continent 
as a polar region, snys a writer jn tho 
Americas. 
Its latitude does .in fact 


correspond to that of Alaska, and the 
sea Is occasionally encumbered with 
IcebcrRS, but ocean currents warm the 
land, producing a climate more equa- 
ble than that of Kcmtucky, Tho pas- 
tures nrn green all the year rcund, and 
no houses need be built for sheep. 


With the discovery of the sheep- 


raising 
possibilities 
of 
Patagonia, 


Scotchmen and Englishmen from the 
Falkland Islands thronged to the main- 
land, great sheep ranches w«rc estab- 
lished, and Punta Arenas became a 
modern city of 17,000 population, with 
electric lights, theaters, banks, four 
newspapers, good schools, etc. It Is 
tho commercial outlet for u great ag- 
ricultural and mining district. 


The transportation demands of Pat- 


agonia developed after the coming of 
tho automobile, and as a result, all 
passenger transportation Is carried on 
by auto. The one railroad In the coun- 
try Is not a passenger road.' Passable 
highways and the internal Combustion 
engine are dependency of tUls newest 
civilisation In tho world.

Sheep Owners Prosper. 


Sheep owners in New Mexico will 


receive the largest Income this year 
from sale of lambs and wool in tho 
history of the industry In that state. 
Conditions during tho lambing season 
were not as favorable as in an aver- 
age year In sonic sections of the statO 
and the increase for the state as a 
whole will bo approximately 70 per 
cent, compared with a normal Increase 
of 88 per cent. 
Shortage of lambs, 


however, is more than made up on 
the sheep growers' balance sheet by 
high prices for both lambs and wool. 
Sales of lambs will bring the growers 
n minimum of $12,000,000. The wool 
clip Is normal at around 18,000,000 
pounds, but the price will average bet- 
ter than I'O cents a pound for 
the 


state, as compared with an average 
of 20 cents last year and 17 cents in 
101 5. 
Thu Income from wool sales 


probably will reach $0,500,000.

HERE was a time when the 
farmer drank his fill from the 
"old oaken bucket that hung In 
the well," when his bathtub con- 


sisted of an abandoned wash boiler 
placed out in the summer kitchen or 
down In the cellar, when the water- 
closet was 
a 
four-foot by five-foot 


shanty planted behind tho corncrlb, 
and when on wash days the needed 
soft.water was obtained from an old 
barrel that stood at the corner of tho 
front porch; but these primitive con- 
ditions arc rapidly vanishing—they are 
almost'a'thing of the past, .No one 
argues now, as was the-case then, that 
one or two baths a month ought to be 
sufficient for a healthy person, or that 
a well-lighted, well-wanned* and well- 
furnished bathroom Is a luxury and 
an enfeebling detriment to the devel-. 
opment of a robust constitution, that a 
wnteiNcloset In tho house 
Is unhy- 


gienic, and that labor-saving comforts 
In tho kitchen and laundry will make 
the cook lazy. We all agree on these 
points. 
Tho problem Is, rather, how 


can wo got good water In sufficient 
quantity, 
cheaply 
and . effectively, 


where It may be needed, I. e., Into the 
bathroom, the kitchen, the laundry, the 
front yard, and the feed lot. 


The first question to be answered In 


any water-supply problem Is naturally, 
How much water will be needed? 


The answer must differ In accord- 


ance with the conditions Involved.' In 
the smaller towns* It Is usual to place 


would use larger quanti- 
ties of cistern .water 'if 
they 'had a more -'ed equate 
supply 
or . more modern 


pumping contrivances. The 
average 'home cistern- holds 
nominally about 420 cubic 
feet, which'Is 100 barrels 
of water, but a part of this 
cistern 
Is not available, 


since the water at the bot- 


tom contains sediment that has washed 
from the roof, and cannot, or should 
not, be used. This leaves about 305 
cubic feet or 8.7 barrels, for actual use. 
If we assume that the cistern is com- 
pletely emptied three times a year, It 
gives a dully consumption of just 3 
cubic feet, or 22%' gallons, per family 
of five members. 
Some families un- 


doubtedly use twice as much or sev- 
eral times as much soft water as the 
quantity stated, aivl more .would be 
used in many homes if the supply was 
more adequate and easier to obtain; 


The water reports of large, cities 


show much .greater consumption fig- 
ures, because enormous quantities of 
water are being used In factories and 
packing houses and for street sprink- 
ling and building purposes. The farm- 
er should not of course bo misled by 
those, city statistics. 
When calculat- 


ing the consumption of water in tbe 
average farm home the following con- 
servative .table is generally used: 


To fill a .bathtub requires from 8 to 


20 gallons. 


To flush n closet, each time, from 3 


to 0 gallons. 


To fill a lavatory, from 1 to l1/2 gal- 


lons. 


For sprinkling lawn, per 100 square 


feet, from 7 to 8 gallons. 


For soaking lawn, per 100 square 


feet, from 15 to 20 gallons, 


The consumption of water by farm 


animals depends upon the -reason, the

Chemically pure water is 
never 


found In nature. 
It can be obtained 


only by dlsl Illation. When left in con- 
tact with common air, or with earthy 
or organic substances, water rapidly 
absorbs 'parts of them and becomes 
Impure. Even the, rain water that falls 
from the clouds is not entirely pure, 
but. contains dust particles, ammonia, 
and traces of 'numerous other Ingred- 
ients. However, as. most, of these ad- 
mixtures, are harmless, the problem is, 
therefore, not how .-an entirely pure 
water can be obtained, but rather how 


these are present In large quantities 
the water tastes bad and Is unfit to 
drink. Only the practical chemist, by 
means of carefully conducted experi- 
ments, 
can 
positively 
determine 


whether or not such water can safely 
be used. 
Other frequent admixtures 


of water are sand or clay. These may 
badly discolor the watcT, but they are 
usually harmless. 


The.most dangerous contamination 


of water Is produced by organic (poi- 
sons rrid the bacteria or germs— 
microscopically small plants. 
These 


organisms, Invisible to the naked "eye. 
onter the Intestines of man with the 
water which he drinks, multiply there 
n't un enormous rate when the condi- 
tions are favorable, and may produce 
disorders, diseases or death. They are 
the more dangerous because they can 
not be seen in the water. 
Even If 


they exist there by the million, when 
examined by the eye alone the liquid 
may appear entirely or nearly clear. 


It 4s a fact, however, that these 


germs cannot live long in water which 
does not contain organic substances. 
In so-called surface water, I. e., drain- 
age water from fields, meadows or 
barnyards, In water from roofs or 
roads, or in water from forests and 
cemeteries, they are always present. 
It Is for tills reason that cistern water 
Is not always so harmless as Is often 
assumed, and that water from ponds, 
creeks and rivers or from the old- 
style open well Is positively dangerous. 


The question Is often nsked, "If 


such surface water is generally pollut- 
ed by germs, why Is It that the farm-

A 
comparatively small number of spe- 
cies, produce sickness and death, and 
the only way of avoiding the effects of 
their attacks .is to use only pure water, 
or to boll .att ' drinking water that 
comes from contaminated-sources.

In an order which newspaper puh- 


ishers declare will- serve as an im- 
portant precedent, President Wilson 
has Oxed a price of 2 Vi cents o-n 
news print paper for use in publish- 
ing, the government's daily 
Officia 


Bulletin. 
The order fixing the price was is- 


sued hy Secretary Baker at the presi- 
dent's direction, under the national 
defense act, which empowers the gov- 
ernment to commandeer needed sup- 
plies for war purposes. 
It was di- 


rected to the 
International 
Paper 


company, which had declined to fur- 
nish news print for the Bulletin at 
less than 3 cents a pound. 
Newspaper publishers who learned 


of the order voiced the hope that it 
might open the way for cheaper news 
print to publishers generally. 
They 


called attention to statements by the 
president that the administration's 
war price policy will bf; at. 2% cents. 


The profits of the paper mills brave 


nearly doubled since this war began. 
It is high time that some step was 
taken to hold these big corporations 
within" the limits of the law and give 
the ordinary person a chance for life. 
The Xew North has been paying $G 
per hundred for print paper the last 
year, whereas the prevailing pries 
used to be -about $2.25 per hundred.

It is essen- 


tial that no 
diseased, 
bruised 
or 


rotted cabbages be included in. the 
storage piles. 
Every two weeks at 


least the cabbages should be inspect- 
ed to note their condition, and any 
that show signs of decay, discarded. 


According to vegetable specialists 


a£ the college of agriculture, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, cabbages 
stored 


carefully in the cellar will keep until 
February without trouble. 
When it 


is desired to have a supply for early 
spring, the second method may also 
be -used. ' 
This consists a£ storing the cat- 


bages in trenches 5 or 6 inches deep 
and lined with marsh hay or straw. 
The cabbages are pulled and placed 
in the trenches with . the roots at- 
tached to them. 
Instead of placing 


the cabbages in the natura.1, position, 
they are reversed and set in the 
trenches roots upward, and as close 
together as possible. 
The whole is 


then covered with 
marsh 
hay 
or 
straw, and this in turn with soil to a 
depth of 5 or 6 in.ches. 
After the 


ground is frozen solid more straw, 
hay or manure may be spread over 
the trench in order to prevent alter- 
nate freezing and thawing. Providing 
the pit is located in &. well drained 
spot, the cabbage will keep well until 
spring.

SOME M-:W 


Chapter C09 of the Session Laws 


of 1917 requires the town chairman 
of every town the president of every 
village board and the mayor of every 
city in the state to appoint on or be- 
fore the fifteenth of May each year, 
a weed commissioner, who shall see 
to the destruction of noxious weeds 
in his district. 
More than one com- 


missioner may be appointed in any 
town, village or city, and districts 
shall be assigned to each by thh ap- 
pointing officer. 


The weed commissioner may serve 


notice on owners of real estate re- 
quiring them to destroy weeds on 
their property or on roads, street and 
alleys along such property. He also 
has the power to go ahead and de- 
stroy weeds where such notice is dis- 
regarded, collecting payment for the 
work thru the tax rolls. A penalty is 
attached for the official who fails to 
make the required appointment or 
appointments. A section also requires 
operators of threshing machines to be 
particularly careful to clean their 
machines of weed seed after each job 
to prevent as far as possible the 
spreading of weeds from farm to 
farm.

that southern Patagonia was the finest 
sheep-raising country in the world. 


We are accustomed to think of the 


tip of the South American continent 
as a polar region, says a writer hi the 
Americas. 
Its latitude does in fact 


correspond to that of Alaska, and the 
sea Is occasionally encumbered with 
Icebergs, but ocean currents warm the 
land, producing n climate more equa- 
ble than that of Kentucky. The pas- 
tures are green all the year rcund, and 
no houses need be built for sheep.

Sheep owners in New Mexico will 


receive the largest income this year 
from sale of lambs and wool in the 
history of the industry in that state. 
Conditions during tho lambing season 
were not as favorable as in an aver- 
age year in some sections of the state 
and the increase for the state as a 
whole will be approximately 70 per 
cent, compared with a normal increase 
of S3 per cent.

HERE was a time when the 
farmer drank his fill from the 
"old oaken bucket that hung in 
the well," when his bathtub con- 


sisted of an abandoned wash boiler 
placed out in the summer kitchen or

shanty planted behind the corncrib, 
and when on wash days the needed 
soft, water was obtained from an old 
barrel that stood at the corner of the 
front porch ; but these primitive con- 
ditions are rapidly vanishing—they are 
almost a' thing of the past.

argues now, as was the-case then, that 
one or two baths a month ought to be 
sufficient for a healthy person, or that 
a wel'-Iighted, well-warmed' and well- 
furnished bathroom is a luxury and 
an enfeebling detriment to the devel- 
opment of a robust constitution, that a 
water<'loset In the house 
is unhy- 


gienic, and that labor-saving comforts 
in the kitchen and laundry will make 
the cook lazy. We nil agree on these 
points. 
The problem is, rather, how 


can we get good water in sufficient 
quantity, 
cheaply 
and . effectively,

The first question to be answered in 


any water-supply problem is naturally, 
Ho'w ranch water will be needed?

The 
average home cistern holds

cubic feet or 3.7 barrels, for actual use. 
If we assume that the cistern is com- 
pletely emptied three times a year, it 
gives a daily consumption of just 3 
cubic feet, or 22% gallons, per family 
of five members. 
Some families un- 


doubtedly use twice as much or sev- 
eral times as much soft water as the 
quantity stated, and more would be 
used in many homes if the supply was 
more adequate and easier to obtain. 


The water reports of large, cities 


slitnv much greater consumption fig- 
ures, because enormous quantities of 
water are being used in factories and 
packing houses and for street sprink- 
ling and building purposes. The farm- 
er should not of course be misled by 
these city statistics. 
When calculat- 


ing the consumption of water in the 
average farm home the following con- 
servative table is generally used: 


To fill a bathtub requires from 8 to 


20 gallons. 
To flush a closet, each time, from 3 


to 5 gallons. 


To fill a lavatory, from 1 to I'/i gal- 


lons. 
For sprinkling lawn, per 100 square 


feet, from 7 to 8 gallons. 


For soaking lawn, per 100 square 


feet, from 15 to 20 gallons. 


The consumption of water by farm 


animals depends upon the .-eason. the 
feed, thfi age. and the individual h:ib- 


to obtain a water with an admixture 
which is not harmful for the purpose 
for which it is intended. 


Many spring or well waters contain 


large quantities of lime in solution.
